The  number  of  available  licenses  continued  to  fall  below  the  legisla- 
tive quota  for  alcoholic  beverages  licenses,  enabling  the  Board  to  grant  a 
number  of  new  licenses  in  various  Boston  neighborhoods 

All  officers  of  the  Boston  Police  Department  serve  as  agents  of  the 
Board.  The  Boston  Licensing  Board  extends  its  gratitude  to  the  depart- 
ment for  continued  faithful  and  diligent  service  to  the  Board  in  carrying 
out  its  duties.
